A FCTT. "Word* Abont Compromise* «nd 
Otber Matter*. 


The Madison Patriot insists that the cow- 


ardice of the north, in the present crisis in 
political affairs, " cons.sts in the fact that 
the republican party dare not do right— 
make a concession or listen to-a compro- 
mise, for year of losing the abolition file- 
ment in that party, and-thus yeilding up 
the fruits of their " glorious victory." The 
Patriot knows well enough that thsre is no 
abolition element in the republican party. 
That is, forcible abolition. That there are 
men among all parties, who would be glad 
to see the slave states themselves peaceably 
abolish slavery, there is no doubt j but 
there is no republican who desires to abol- 
ish slavery by the action of the general 
government in the states-where it exists. 
The party at Chicagryand every where else 
have repudiated that idea. The states have 
a legal right to continue the institution of 
slavery as. long as ibey please, and as 
states', rights .men, we would resist any at- 
tempt to interfere with that institutien in a 
slave state as promptly as we would the vi- 
olation of any of the rights of Wisconsin, 
in the confederacy. ^We will say to the 
Patriot that this slander, that the republi- 
cans are abolitionists, which it. and the or- 
gans of its party in the north have persist- 
ently circulated in the south, is the cause of 
the present trouble. 
You dare tall the 


truth about us, fearing the soithem people 
will find out the fact that the republicans 
are not their enemies, while our own papers 
and orators are not permitted to explain 
and defend the doctrines of our party in 
the south, because you have perverted pub- 
lic sentiment, . until the people are in a 
phrenzy. 
The reason yon fear to do us this 


justice is that you and your party would 
lose all influence and control over public 
sentiment in the south, which is the only 
foundation of any power which the north- 
ern democracy can have in the country. It 
is you who do not dare to do right, but per- 
sistently do wrong, and by the means you 
have brought the country to its present con- 
dition. 


It is not true that republicans will not 


listen to compromise, if that compromise 
violates no principle. 
They will never 


agree to a surrender of the territories to 
slavery. That was trie point in the presi- 
dential contest, and if we yield that we 
shall be false to all oar professions and de- 
serve the defeat and disaster which would 
certainly overtake us. 'On the territorial 
question there can be no .compromise, .be- 
cause if we yield anything we give up the 
whole question. la a. compromise it is sup- 
posed that both sides concede something, 
or it is no compromise—in this case we are 
called upon to yield our whole ground 
while the south take's everything and gives 
nothing. The question of slavery in the 
territories is not, therefore, susceptible of a 
compromise. 


We do not-propose to stand out about 


the fugitive slave law and the personal lib- 
erty bills, if they can- be amended to as io 
secure justice to all parties. 
We want the 


fugitive slave law chnnged so as to secure 
the right of trial by jury, to the person 
" claimed," in the state where he is arrest- 
ed, and we insist that the citizens of the 
free states shall not be compelled to aid in 
the hunting of men within their borders. 


If the south will cease this war upon the 


Union and stop threatening the north, wa 
.will talk over thft personal liberty laws with 
them; but under menaces we don't feel 
li ke doing any thing. With a proper amend- 
ment of the .fugitive slave law, the repeal 
of .the. South Carolina law which imprisons 
colored seamem from the north the moment 
they enter their harbors, and. the protection 
of citizens of the north from the hangings 
a&d outrages which are and have been so 
long prevalent in the south, our laws might 
be modified. 
But our right to punish kid- 


nappers of free citizens of this state ought 
never to be yielded. We certainly never 
will consent to repeal or change these laws 
until there is & disposition manifested to do 
us justice. The day of compromise, allon 
one side, has passed. 


Now while berating the cowardice of re- 


publicans, what measures of ..compromise 
and conciliation does the Patriot propose t 
We do not remember to have seen any- 
thing definite on that subject. Give us 
your plan, and if yon can introduce one 
plank into it favorable to the north, concili- 
ating northern sentiment, we shall be oblig- 
ed to you, and give you the credit of doing 
what no northern democratic paper has yet 
done. Let us hear from you.

My Fmt-Day Exerclnei. 


MESSRS. EDITOES:— 


I had finished rather a hearty breakfast, 


yesterday morning, before it occurred to me 
that the 4th of January was the day set 
apart by the 0. P. F., as a day of fasting 
and prayer. 
Of course it was then too late 


to observe thejfas^,- and I could be obedient 
to the .requisition only in part. There was 
an opportunity for me to pray. 
So, being 


rather religiously inclined, I thought proper 
first to turn the leaves of an old volume ly- 
ing on the table before me, and almost "the 
first passage that arrested my attention was 
the following:

"Is it such a fast that I have chosen? a 


dc,y for a man. to afflict his soul? is it to 
bow down his head as a bullrush, and to 
spread sackclcth and" ashes under him? wilt 
thou call this a fast, and an acceptable day 
to the Lord ? Is .not this ihe fast that I 
have chosen ? to looae the bands of wicked- 
ness; to undo the heavy burdens and let the 
oppressed go free, and that ye break every 
yoke ? Is it not to deal thy bread to the 
hungry, and that thou bring the poor that 
are cast out to thy house? when thou seest. 
the naked, that thou cover him, and that 
thou hide not thyself from thine own 
flesh?" 


Then I read the President's proclamation 


appointing the fast. I confess it made me 
feel a little, indignant to observe the sham 
piety and contemptible hypocrasy of the 
whole thing. Only think of it—Mr. Bu- 
chanan requesting the people of the TJni 
ted(?) States to humiliate themselves for his 
own sins 1 Telling ua that the union of the: 


States is threatened with alarming aud im- 
mediate danger, when all the confusion -and 
dismay that exist, as everybody knows, has 
been caused by himself I Clearly a traitor 
to his country and the constitution which 
he had sworn to obey, having connived at 
treasonable projects of the deepest, darkest 
dye; having manifested m all possible ways 
a disposition to see the States disrupted, 
how miserably canting and hypocritical the 
requisition that we look for relief to the 
"God of our Fathers 1" .The truth is Mr. 
Buehanan haa turned his back upon the 
God of our Fathers, and the fathers as well.
